The experience of planting, 
watering, waiting for it to 
grow, picking it and then 
selling it seems to have left 
an impression on the soon-to- 
be high schooler. “I plan on 


doing it for a long,” he said. 
“I like doing it a lot.” 

“I love to golf, fish and 
hunt and I always spend my 
share of the profits on things 
we need like hunting clothes 
or whatever,” he said. 

Next time you take a drive 
down Hwy 51 North, you 
might catch Ben and his 
granddad on the side of the 
road with another bundle of 
corn. If Ben has his way, you 
will see them for many more 
years to come.

School Student 
Discipline Code 
a hot topic at 
monthly meeting

The Hickman County 
School Board met Thursday 
night, June 21. Even though 
school is out for the summer, 
the school board has a lot 
of topics on the evening’s 
agenda. 

This month’s school board 
meeting included some heated 
discussion regarding the 
proposed Student Discipline 
Code. Though all provisions 
passed, the discussion 
surrounded both dress code 
and cell phone/electronic 
device rules. 

This year, as it will be stated 
in the handbook, students will 
be able to use their iPods, 
games, and phones during 
specified times at school. The 
policy reads: 

“No cell phones/games/ 
iPods from the 7:55 bell until 
the first bell that releases the 
bus riders at the end of 7th 
period, with the following 
exceptions: (1) Students may 
use their phones/games/iPods 
from the bell that dismisses 
the student to go to lunch 
until the bell that dismisses 
the students from lunch, and 
(2) Students may use their 
phones/games/iPods from the 
bell that begins break until 
the bell rings to end break. All 
phones/games/iPods must be 
turned OFF at all other times. 
Ringing or vibrating will be 
an offense as according to the 
policy.” 

Opposition came fromboard 
member Allen Kyle, who 
was the only dissenting vote, 
citing troubles in controlling 
phone use. The motion was 
ultimately approved despite 
Kyle’s concerns.

Landscaping wisdom. 
Beyond the flowers

I hope you enjoyed reading 
about the wisdom I’d acquired 
from my mistakes with flowers 
last week. If so, benefit from 
some of my experiences with 
landscaping. 

First, I truly believe 
everyone should forget trends 
and what their neighbors do 
and instead plan their home 
and yard around their own 
needs and taste. With that 
said, I’ve learned to listen 
to experts, too. I told my 
landscaper what I liked and 
where I wanted the shrubs and 
plants he suggested. When I 
mentioned that I’d like some 
wildflowers and honeysuckle, 
he actually moaned (warning 
me that they spread fast and 
take over existing plants). 
To this day, I’m still fighting 
the wildflowers on one end 
of the house. Next year, the 
honeysuckle will probably 
have to go since it’s really 
intimidating my rose garden! 
If you’re getting ready to 
landscape, take this advice: it 


will take a few years for new 
shrubs and plants to reach 
their full potential so allow 
plenty of room for growth; 
shrubs too close together will 
cost you in the long run. Also 
beware about adding a little 
gem between existing shrubs. 
Two years ago, I bought a 
pitiful little crepe myrtle 
“stick” for $1.75 at Zimm’s 
Nursery. Its odds of survival 
were almost nonexistent so I 
put it between two shrubs in 
front of the house. Mistake! 
Today it’s a blooming beauty 
(which I will have to dig up 
and move this fall). 

If you want color in 
shrubs, I highly suggest the 
following: Redtip Photina, 
Golden Vicari Legustrum 
bushes, and Crepe Myrtle 
trees or bushes. Yaupon 
trees, many types of holly, 
and the taller Nandina 
Domestica are all hardy 
and beautiful small trees. 
Tulip poplar trees are like

Officials urge extreme caution when using fireworks 


The Kentucky Division of 
Forestry and the Division of 
Fire Prevention are reminding 
Kentuckians to be safe with 
fireworks this Fourth of July, 
especially in light of the dry 
weather. Hickman County 
Emergency Management 
Deputy Director Scott Smith, 
agrees with the them. 

“Given the current 
drought conditions, we urge 
Kentuckians across the state 
to take extra precaution 
when using fireworks this 
holiday season,” said Leah 
MacSwords, director of the 
Division of Forestry. “Sparks 
from fireworks can and do 
ignite wildfires especially in 
dried grass and fields, and 
the slightest wind can make 
these fires spread quickly. 
The Division of Forestry has 
been responding to wildfires

They include that people 
under 18 cannot sell fireworks 
unless supervised by a parent 
or guardian; people under 18 
cannot purchase fireworks; 
fireworks cannot be used 
within 200 feet of a structure, 
vehicle or other person; and

to anyone who is under the 
influence of drugs or alcohol. 
In addition, local vendors 
and citizens are required to 
comply with any and all local 
ordinances that apply to the 
sale, purchase and use of 
fireworks. 

The Division of Fire 
Prevention offers the 
following safety tips to keep 
your family safe over the 
upcoming July 4th holiday 
and throughout the summer: 

• Use fireworks outdoors 
only. 

• Obey local laws. If 
fireworks are not legal where 
you live, do not use them. 

• Always have a bucket 
of water or a working water 
hose nearby. 

• Only use fireworks as 
intended. Don’t try to alter 
them or combine them. 

• Never relight a “dud” 
firework. Wait 20 minutes 
and then soak it in a bucket 
of water. 

• Use common sense. 
Spectators should keep a safe 
distance from the shooter, 
and the shooter should wear 
safety glasses. 

• Alcohol and fireworks do 
not mix. Have a “designated 
adult shooter.” 

• Do not use homemade 
fireworks or illegal explosives: 
They can kill you! 

• Report illegal explosives 
to the fire or police department 
in your community.

Kentucky Changers are making a difference one community at a time

On Saturday, June 9, 
19 local middle and high 
school students and six 
adults left Fulton County for 
Harrodsburg, Ky., to take 
part in Kentucky Changers. 
Kentucky Changers, in its 
19th summer, is a ministry of 
the Baptist Men’s Department 
of the Kentucky Baptist 
Convention. The ministry 
places students and adults 
in Kentucky communities 
for home maintenance and 
evangelism. This summer 
three communities are 
recipients of the volunteer 
labor provided by Kentucky 
Changers: Harrodsburg, 

Paducah, and Somerset. 

The Kentucky Baptist 
Convention website describes 
the ministry: “Kentucky 

Changers coordinators 

work with local churches, 
governments and organizations 
to identify residents in need. 
Projects are planned months 
in advance and organized by 
an experienced construction 
supervisor so materials and 
equipment will be on site and 
ready when the Kentucky 
Changers teams arrive. The 
construction supervisor works 
with other skilled adults to 
ensure the quality of the work 
and the safety of the volunteers. 
Each team has a crew chief, 
assistant crew chief and other 
adults to assist and supervise 
the work. Residents are never 
charged a fee for the work.” 

Students and adults who 
participate in Kentucky 
Changers are asked to pay 
$195 for the privilege of 
volunteering their time to 


serve their neighbors in 
Kentucky communities. This 
fee covers the cost of meals, 
a t-shirt, transportation, and 
some of the construction 
materials during the week. 
The remaining costs of 
materials is supplied through 
the Cooperative Program and 
local donors. Students and 
adults are housed in a local 
school and bring air mattresses 
and cots to sleep on. The 
Fulton and Hickman County 
students who participated in 
the recent project were housed 
in Mercer County Senior High 
School. Volunteer cooks with 
Kentucky Baptist Disaster 
Relief prepared breakfast and 
supper for the participants 
while daily lunches were 
provided at the job sites by 
local host churches. While 
the girls and adults were able 
to make use of the school 
locker room showers, the boys 
enjoyed two mobile shower 
units provided and manned by 
volunteers. 

The team arrived in 
Harrodsburg on Saturday 
afternoon, June 9, and 
immediately began the process 
of getting to know the other 
participants. Each student 
and adult was assigned to a 
“crew” consisting of about 
ten people. The crew, led by 
a Crew Chief, was responsible 
for completing repairs on a 
pre-assigned job site. After 
attending worship services on 
Sunday with each crew’s host 
church, each crew visited its 
job site, prayed, and walked 
around the surrounding 
community. Sunday 


afternoon involved getting to 
know the crew and learning 
to use various tools used in 
construction (tape measures, 
saws, drills, and hammers) by 
building a small project that 
would later be given to the 
homeowner as a gift. Saturday 
evening and each following 
evening concluded with group 
worship led by Rachel Hurt, 
worship leader, and Bro. Bill 
Houpt, pastor of Little River 
Baptist Church in Herndon, 
Ky., followed by youth group 
devotion time. 

On Monday morning, the 
work began. With “Rise and 
Shine” coming at 6 a.m. and 
breakfast at 6:15, the Kentucky 
Changers got an early start. 
“The Great Send Off’ came 
at 7 a.m. with local church 
and community members 
cheering on the students and 
adults as they left to begin 
their projects. Monday, June 
11 , was a very rainy day in 
Harrodsburg, but most teams 
were able to complete much 
of the prep work including 
scraping paint and pressure 
washing. Throughout the 
week Harrodsburg residents 
driving around town saw 
teams of middle and high 
school students painting trailer 
roofs, repairing underpinning, 
building decks and ramps, 
roofing houses, painting, 
and putting on vinyl siding. 
Slightly more than400 students 
participated in the Harrodsburg 
project which made up 36 
crews that performed work 
at approximately 45 different 
sites around Harrodsburg and 
Mercer County. Repairs and 
maintenance were completed 
at local parks, a food pantry, 
churches, and schools, as well 
as homes. 

The idea behind Kentucky 
Changers is not only to 


change communities such 
as Harrodsburg with home 
repairs, but also to change 
the lives of the residents and 
the participants. The students 
are urged throughout the 
week to continue what they 
started at Kentucky Changers 
in their home communities 
by looking for opportunities 
to serve others and to share 
Christ with their communities. 
While most students come to 
Kentucky Changers ready 
to change the community in 
which they will work, many 
leave with changed lives. 
During the Harrodsburg 
project, there were at least 24 
professions of faith in Christ 
by student participants. 

When asked, “What is the 
best thing about Kentucky 
Changers?,” second year 
participant, Savannah Sublette 
said, “Seeing the Holy Spirit 
move through so many 
and being able to have that 
connection with everyone at 
camp!” In answer to the same 
question, Dixie Major, also a 
two-year participant, said, “It 
helps people to realize their 
potential to serve God.” 

The local students who 
were part of the recent 
project represented seven 
local congregations. Noah 
Ferguson and Garrett French 
represented New Hope 
Baptist in Clinton and Kayle 
Webb represented Mt. Carmel 
Baptist Church. 

These students are excited 
about their participation in 
this project and are already 
planning to begin working 
in our local communities to 
serve their neighbors and to 
share their relationship with 
Christ with those around 
them. Kentucky Changers 
is still looking for youth and 
adults to participate in the

Clinton’s new form of government is mostly utilized by larger cities 


The United States Census 
BureaureportedthatKentucky 
had 4,339,367 residents in 
2010, with 54 percent living 
in incorporated areas. Just 50 
years ago, only 37 percent of 
Kentucky’s population lived 
in urban areas. 

Between 1970 and 2000, 
the populations of many 
cities in northern and central 
Kentucky, grew while many 
cities in the eastern and 
western parts of the state lost 
population. 

There are 418 incorporated 
and active cities in Kentucky, 
and around half of Kentucky 
cities have fewer than 1,000 
people. 

According to the 2010 
Census, Clinton’s population 
is 1,388 and is classified as a 
fifth class city with a mayor- 
council form of government. 
There are 239 incorporated 
cities in Kentucky that are 
smaller than Clinton, and only 


179 incorporated cities in the 
state are larger than Clinton. 

The City Council did vote 
on June 16 to add a city 
administrator. Questions in 
Clinton are how they plan to 
pay for it come July 1 and who 
Mayor Tommy Kimbro and 
the Council will appoint. 

Payroll and benefits cost 
Kentucky cities more than 
$1.5 billion annually and in 
FY2010, cities spent over $330 
million on employees benefit 
costs (retirement, health 
insurance, life insurance, 
dental insurance, etc.). Wages 
and benefits make up about 
one-third of city budgets, 
statewide. 

Columbus’ population is 
170. They also use the mayor- 
council government format 
and are considered as a fifth 
class city. There are only 32 
Kentucky cities smaller than 
Columbus and there are 386 
larger ones. 


The smallest incorporated 
city in Kentucky is South Park 
View with a population of 
seven. 

There are six classifications 
of cities in the state. About 
two-thirds of Kentucky 
cities are in the fifth or sixth 
class, and one-third of all 
Kentucky cities are not in 
the appropriate classification 
based on population standards. 
Fifth class cities, under 
the classification, have a 
population between 1,000 and 
2,999. 

Population requirements 
were repealed in 1994, but the 
General Assembly has not yet 
created a new classification 
system. 

Cities can choose their form 
of government, just as Clinton 
has. The most common is the 
mayor-council form. 

Under the mayor-council 
plan, the mayor has broad 
executive authority and veto 
power while the council has 
legislative authority. The 
mayor presides over the 
council meetings but does 
not vote except to break a 
tie. The mayor is the chief 
executive and is responsible 
for administration. 

There is also a commission 
plan of government and a 
city manager plan, with only 
nineteen (or five percent of 
Kentucky cities) organized 
under the city manager plan. 

Cities using mayor-council 
or commission plans may 
employ a chief administrative 
officer - most cities refer 
to this position as the city 
administrator - who is given 
responsibility for the day- 


to-day management of city 
affairs. The city manager 
plan is most often utilized by 
larger cities with relatively 
extensive services and 
programs. More than half of 
second (population 20,000 
to 99,999) and third class 
(8,000 to 19,999) cities use 
this form. 

More interesting facts 
to be aware of include the 
following: 

• Cities have over 2,600 
elected officials. 

• Only one city, Georgetown, 
elects a city clerk. 

• General revenues come 
most from three taxes - 
occupational license, property 
and insurance premium taxes. 

• Over half of Kentucky 
cities’ tax revenue comes from 
occupational taxes, primarily 
on payroll and business net 
profits. 

• In 1979 the Kentucky 
General Assembly passed 
House Bill 44, which placed 
severe limits on the levying 
of property taxes by cities. 
As a result, cities have relied 
more heavily on occupational 
license and insurance 
premium taxes. 

• Utilities and public safety 
are the top expenditure 
categories for cities. 

• Cities spent $2.4 billion 
on their utilities in FY 2010, 
and almost $1 billion was 
spent on public safety in the 
same year. 

• Almost all elected city 
officials are considered part- 
time with low annual pay. 

• Cities collectively spent 
almost $5 billion in FY 2010.

Within the four river 
counties, there are se veralplaces 
you can travel to when you 
need lodging accommodations, 
are planning a family gathering 
or need the perfect venue for a 
wedding. Some of them are 
tucked away in small corners 
of each county, and people only 
know about them by word of 
mouth or from various articles 
run in small town newspapers.

Sweet Wood Lodge 

The Sweet Wood Lodge, 
located at 2295 St. Rt. Hwy 
51 South in Fulton, near the 
Hickman County line, is 
unusual for the fact that, at one 
time, there was a tree in the 
middle of one of the rooms. 
That room had a dirt floor in 
it. The tree was four foot in 
diameter. 

Another unique feature is 
the name of the lodge. “I first 
called it Bucksnort Lodge,” 
said Kenny Jones as he laughed. 
“I then decided I needed to 
change it, and I combined my 
wife’s nickname with mine. 
Hers is Sweet Pea and mine is 
Kenny Woodfork. That’s how 
I came up with Sweet Wood 
Lodge.” 

The 2,200 sq. ft. lodge 
is owned and operated by 
Jones, from Clinton. Jones, 
retired after running a tug 
boat business that was once 
operated by his father-in-law, 
EC “Red” Mays. Jones began 
fixing up the lodge three years 
ago, seeking something to pass 
the time. 

“It has three bedrooms and 
one bath upstairs,” he said, 
“and one bathroom, a living 


room, and kitchen on the lower 
floor.” All three bedrooms 
are complete with furniture, 
linens and accessories. The 
living room is complete with 
a comfortable section and 
television. The kitchen has 
stainless steel appliances. 

When you rent the Sweet 
Wood Lodge, you rent the 
entire house, including a 
pavilion that is ideal for 
picnics and the lodge is perfect 
for weddings.

peony flowers; they make a 
gorgeous statement for a few 
weeks, and then you’re left with 
no color the rest of the year. Our 
birch tree is my favorite yard 
tree; it split during the ice storm 
but came back more resilient 
than ever.
